"COW CHIPS"

"HAS THE PERFECT STEER BEEN FOUND" 

In a recent news release from one of our leading Mid-Western 
Agricultural State Universities comes news that a nearly ideal 
steer carcass has been discovered. For several years ‘leaders in 
the beef cattle industry have sought a beef animal with a greater 
proportion of red meat and less waste. This trend toward the desire 
of the housewife is universal. Since World War II fat has been a 
particular problem. The curse on the beef cattle industry, if we 
have one, has been that in order to obtain marbling they accumulate 
a thick outside layer of fat which, because of lack of saleability 
must be trimmed. 

; Now we are advised that the accidental discovery of a near 

ideal carcass has been found. This carcass contained a rib-eye of 
174 square inches. The rib-eye of the average steer slaughtered in 
America is 12 square inches. The steer had been fed a normal 165 days. 
The most desirable cuts, chuck, loin, round and rib from this steer 
accounted for 66% of the total carcass weight, 6 to 8% above today's 
average. He yielded 143 pounds of T-Bone steaks from each loin. 
The average carcass of comparable size yields 10 pounds. 

Thus is the perfect steer of today described. But is he perfect? 
For our money the perfect steer is yet to be found. Shorthorn and 
Polled Shorthorn breeders know that the perfect steer will not be 
comprised of rib, round and roast. Rather he will have a background of 
a high weaning weight that will enable the commercial producer to 
show a profit in the face of ever rising costs. He will have a daily 
average gain that will enable the feedlot operator to make a decent 
profit on his investment. Then he will yield enough beef to allow 
the producer his share of profits. Then, and only then, will his 
rib-eye and etc. prove that he is the perfect steer we are looking for. 

We say the perfect steer has not been found. He probably never 
will be. The real challenge to Shorthorn and Polled Shorthorn 
breeders is the foresightedness that we must possess to allow everyone 


in the beef cattle industry a chance to show a profit.
